Rep. Bentley 
Shows Gain; 
Four in Jail 


Increase Security 
Guards at Capital 
After Wild Spree 
WASHINGTON <£V-Rep. 


Alvin M. Bentley (R-Mich), 
most seriously wounded 
among five congressmen shot 
down by fanatical gunners in 
the house chamber, showed 
some gains early today. In 
jail a few blocks away, the 
leaders of the Puerto Rican 
pistol wielders insisted they 
were not sorry for the un- 
precedented outbreak in the 
capitol Monday afternoon. 


Lolita Lebron, who claimed the 


ringleader's role in a jail inter- 
view, summed up "I do what I 
must for my country." 


And Rafael Concel Miranda de- 


clared: "We don't talk about the 
little things." 


Both had more to say about 


Puerto Rican independence than 
about the wild shooting that dis- 
rupted proceedings in the house. 


Face Prison 


Along with two other Puerto 


Rican men—Andres F. Cordeo and 
Irving Floras—they: we?r 
bail of 1100,000 each on'charges of 
assault with intent to kill. 


They face possible penalties of 


up to 15 years in tl.j case of each 
wounded congressman, or a possi- 
ble total of 75 years each—if all the 
wounded survive. The charge 
would become murder—punishable 
by death in the electric chair—if 
one should die as a result ot their 
wild outburst. 


In .addition to Bentley, the 


wounded are Reps. Kenneth A. 
Roberts (D-Ala), ahot in the knee; 
Ben F. Jensen (R-Iowa), wounded 
in the left shoulder; Clifford Davis 
(D-Tenn), shot in the right leg, 
and George H. Fallon, (D-Md), hit 
in the hip. 


Roberta also underwent surgery, 


but it was of exploratory nature. 
His physician reported that fears 
of nerve damage proved un- 
founded. 


Hit in-Che«t 


Bentley was struck in the upper 


right chest by a bullet which trav- 
eled through the lung, diaphragm, 
liver and stomach and came out 
his left side. 


After a 1% hour operation Mon- 


day the first-term multi-millionaire 
representative from Michigan was 
given only a 50-50 chance for life. 


"He is now in the hands of the 


Lord," said the surgeon, 
Dr. 


Charles Stanley White, after the 
operation.

At 5 a.m. CST today, however, 


Dr. Joseph R. Young, chief of staff 
at Casualty Hospital, said the 35- 
year-old congressman, while still 
in critical condition, had shown 
improvement, was cheerful and 
able to talk coherently. 


A 8:45 a.m. report said Bentley 


had a "fairly restful" night; that 
temperature, pulse and respiration 
were at "a satisfactory level—al- 
though the pulse rate is higher 
than desirable."

Danekas 
Denies He 
Was Tired' 


Stoddard Danekas, Dixon, re- 


portedly "fired" Sunday from his 
post as special investigator for the 
state department of conservation, 
said today he has not been in- 
formed of it. 


In fact, Danekas arrested Paul 


C. Jacards, 43, Rockford, Monday 
night on a charge of having an 
illegal deer in his possession. Ja- 
cards pleaded guilty and was fined 
$100 and costs before Justice of the 
Peace Arthur Guest, Rochelle. 


The incident which led to reports 


of Danekas being' fired occurred 
Sunday, it was understood. Dane- 
kas was patrolling a deer area in 
Ogle county, protecting herds from 
poachers. 


Robert Eager, Rockford, Winne- 


bago county special deputy sheriff 
assigned to conservation patrol, ac- 
costed Danekas and found an un- 
broken gun in his car. He attempt- 
ed to take Danekas to Oregon jus- 
tice of the peace court but switched 
plans and took him to a Winnebago 
court. The charges against him 
were dropped, Danekas explained 
to newsmen, because Danekas was 
a law enforcement official. 


Danekas claimed that he was 


patrolling in Ogle county at the 
time. It was. not explained why 
Eager, a Winnebago county offi- 
cial, attempted to make the arrest 
of Danekas in Ogle County. 


Eager reportedly telephoned the 


incident to Glen Palmer, state con- 
servation director, and Palmer is 
quoted as saying that he released 
Danekas during a telephone call 
after talking with Eager. Danekas 
denies talking with Palmer or be- 
ing notified otherwise of his re- 
lease. 


Danekas, who normally is as- 


signed to Lee county, said that he 
was patrolling the deer area at the 
specific request of Palmer.

Slash Wiped 
Out by 22-2 


House Committee 
Votes to Continue 
52 Per Cent Rate 
WASHINGTON (m~~The 


house ways and means com* 
mittee voted 22-2 today to 
continue the present corpora- 
tion income tax for one more 
year, and wipe out a two bil- 
lion dollar reduction sched- 
uled automatically under 
present law for April 1. 


Only two Democrats — Reps. 


Mills of Arkansas and Gregory of 
Kentucky — voted against the 
move, strongly urged by President 
Eisenhower. 


The committee decided to put 


the corporate rate into a general 
800-page bill overhauling almost • 
all of the nation's tax laws. 


Excises Next 


At the same time it decided to 


take up Wednesday the question of 
excise tax rates. 


Under present law, a number ot 


cuts are scheduled April 1 in the 
excise rates, sometimes .called 
sales taxes. 


The top corporation income tax 


rate, now 52 per cet, is scheduled ' 
to drop automatically to 47 per 
cent April l. President Eisenhow- 
er has urged a one-year extension 
of the present rate to help reduce 
the federal deficit.

posai had stirred strong, opposition, 
including promises of a fight by 
Rep.

Claim Markets 
Old-Fashioued 
In Atomic Age 
, 


CHICAGO — Does Illinois have 


horse-and-buggy markets in an 
atomic age? 


This question is posed in an 


article appearing in the IAA record. 
Me Farm Bureau magazine. 


Dr. Warren E. Collins, director 


of research for the Illinois Agricul- 
tural Association, says market re- 
search now gets about 20 per cent 
of all research funds yet marketing 
costs are about equal to what it 
costs farmers to produce food. 


Since marketing costs account for 


about half the consumer's dollar, 
Collins believes research directed 
at improving markets for farm 
products should be expanded. 


"Accomplishments of production 


research are many," Collins wntes. 


"A brief survey of today's agri- 


culture as compared to that of 50 
years ago suggests a vast array of 
new and better farming methods, 
improved varieties of field seed 
and livestock breeds, high acreage 
yields, better systems of insect and 
disease control, improved soil con- 
servation methods and improved 
farm living. 


"But of what value are these ac- 


complishments without improve- 
ment 
in 
marketing 
channels 


through 
which farmers' 
goods 


flow?" he asks. 


Marketing research has never re- 


ceived parity treatment from re- 
search agencies, Collins says. 


"The Research and Marketing 


Act of 1946 was a major stimulus to 
an expanded research program. 
This'law provides the basis of fi- 
nancing much of the research work 
by governmental and state agen- 
cies. 


"It includes a provision requir- 


ing that a minimum of 20 per cent 
of direct grant funds to agricultur- 
al experiment stations be devoted 
to the study of marketing prob- 
lems," he declared. 


"If farmers can grow two hogs 


as cheaply as one, more marketing 
research could help pass this sav- 
ings on to consumers," Collins con- 
cludes.

51,200 more above feed costs than 
they would have returned if they 
had been producing at the level of 
10 years ago, when these herds 
started DHIA testing.

livestock market here and at coun- 
ty gatherings of farmers to encour- 
age increased production of meat- 
type hogs were launched at a joint 
industry conference recently at the 
Chicago Stock Yards. 


All market interests—packers, 


hog salesmen and the stock yards 
—together with representatives of 
the University o* Illinois voiced en- 
thusiasm over the plan to encour 
age the marketing of hogs on a 
quality basis. 


Dr. Robert Coppersmith of the 


University of Illinois, conference 
chairman, outlined the'program to 
bring about-greater meat-type hog 
production. Wilber Coultas of the 
American Meat Institute conducted 
a color slide judging contest, and 
Harry Russell of the University of 
Illinois, presided at a live animal 
judging competition. 


William Wood Prince, president 


of the Chicago Stock Yards, in 
stressing the need for marketing 
hogs on a quality basis, said it 
could be done only with the. full 
cooperation of the industry, the 
universities, county farm agents 
and the 'farmers themselves. He 
cited figures in a recent survey 
conducted by Iowa State college, 
the University of Illinois and the 
Chicago Stock Yards, revealing 
that over 60 per cent of farmers in- 
terviewed in Illinois and Iowa want 
their hogs graded on the basis of 
finish—meat versus fat. 


Dr. W. G. Kammlade, associate 


director of extension, University of 
Illinois, said Chicago with its great 
packing plants and stock yards 
must take the lead in the move- 
ment, and the university is glad 
to cooperate. He dispelled the be- 
lief that it costs more to produce 
the meat-type hog. To get the job 
done, he said, qualified men must 
go out to farms and explain and 
demonstrate to farmers how best 
to select, feed and breed pigs to 
produce more lean animals.

take as heavy a toll on clover and 
alfalfa this year as they did last 
year. 


Clarence White, entomologist, 


University of Illinois and State 
Natural History Survey, says farm- 
ers can control these insects with 
one application of BHC—benzene 
hexachloride.

Public Must Judge How Far 


McCarthy Can Go 


Out of the welter of headlines, television statements and 


other broadsides, one cannot easily foresee the outcome of 
the Stevens-McCarthy dispute generated by Senator McCar- 
thy's charges that the army has "coddled'' Communists. It 
is possible that only in the conduct of future senate hearings 
on the issue will the real results be measurable. 


In the now celebrated meeting between Army Secretary 


Stevens and the Republican members of McCarthy's investi- 
gating committee, the secretary reversed a previous order 
barring any army officer from testifying before the group. 


' He promised to supply names of men responsible for 


the "honorable discharge'-' of Maj. Irving Peress, a New 
York dentist, whom McCarthy calls a "Fifth Amendment 
Communist." Peress, in and out of the army, has refused to 
answer questions about his loyalty. 


Having previously defied the senator's demands for in- 


formation. Stevens was adjudged by the press and much 
of the public as having "surrendered" to McCarthy. This 
conclusion evidently was drawn from the fact that the "mem- 
orandum of agreement" between Stevens and the GOP sena- 
tors gave Stevens nothing in return for his own concessions. 


What he wanted was assurance that any army officers 


testifying on the Peress or any other case would not be sub- 
jected to the sort of criticism McCarthy recently leveled at 
Brig-Gen. Ralph Zwicker when the latter testified on the 
Peress matter. 
* 
* 
* 


Politically green, Stevens was amazed and angered'at 


the "surrender" interpretation placed on the memorandum. 
He sought White House support. 


White House officials, who had advised him how weak 


the Peress case was, searched for a basis on which it could 
back Stevens. The upshot was a statement, prepared at 
the White House and endorsed fully by the president and 
the defense department, in which Stevens declared he had 
gained assurances of fair treatment for army officers and 
would insist on it. 


To this McCarthy replied, Stevens had made a "com- 


pletely false" statement. He said he had not given assur- 
ance there would be no further "brow-beating," since this 
would imply he had indulged in such tactics in the first 
place. 


Where does that leave the matter? 
The army acknowledges that it badly mishandled the 


Peress case. The question is whether McCarthy should 
have been satisfied with Stevens' pledge to prevent a repe- 
tition, or whether the senator was right in publicly probing 
the issue. 


Involved here is the deeper problem of how far congress 


ought to go in seeking to direct the internal operations of 
the executive branch.

To Stevens and some others, however, the Peress case 


was not the issue. To Stevens the question was whether the 
prestige and morale of the armed forces were "to be weak- 
ened by attacks on our military personnel . . . The issue is 
the treatment given a distinguished combat soldier who fol- 
lowed official orders." 


McCarthy does not concede there was anything wrong 


in his treatment of Zwicker. But his own record of testimony 
shows he said the general was "not fit to wear the uniform," 
that either his honesty or intelligence could be impugned 
and that he ought to be removed from any command. 


In the end, the public must decide how far it wants its

Dixon Woman's Club Hears 
The Rev. Neil Crawford on 
Life and Times of Lincoln 


The Rev. Neil Crawford of Oregon proved himself a capable and 


learned student of Lincoln in his address before the Dixon Woman's 
club on Saturday. 


He reviewed numerous well known facts about Lincoln, such as the 


magnificence of the Gettysburg address, and the hatred of Herndon for 
Lincoln and his wife, Mary Todd Lincoln. 


He spoke also of the friendship of Lincoln and Noah Brooks, stating 


that the two men met in Oregon in 1856. Brooks was a writer of the 
time, and later became a newspaper writer in California. He visited 
Lincoln in Washington, where the two went for many quiet walks to 
gether. Brooks also accompanied Lincoln to the fields of operation 
in the Civil War. It is assumed that there was some business relation 
ship between the two men, but 
there is no definite information 
about it. Brooks also held two 
candles for Lincoln during his de- 
bate with Douglas. He would have 
accompanied Lincoln to the theater 
the night of the assassination, but 
had a cold; Robert Todd Lincoln 
also remained at home due to 
weariness, and both felt deep re- 
gret at not being present, for both 
felt that they might have prevented 
the great tragedy. 


Lincoln a Great Man

written by Carl Sandberg and Wil- 
liam D. Howells.

that we were allied with Russia 
at that time." 


Staton said the he was recalled 


from retirement the day 
after 


Pearl Harbor to head a special 
board set up to screen merchant 
ship radio operators under emer- 
gency legislation passed by Con* 
gress. 


Met Opposition 


He told of steps taken to elimi- 


nate Japanese, Nazis and Fascists 
as radio operators, but he said the 
board ran into protests when it at- 
tempted to take similar action to 
weed out suspected Communists. 


Staton said the one day Steven- 


son called him to his office and 
had before him sheets of paper 
on which Stevenson had "brief" 
the cases of 6, 8 or 10 radio oper- 
ators the board had unanimously 
discharged as disloyal. 


He said Stevenson told him, 
'I don't think you have anything 
against any gf these fellows." 


The retired officer said he told 


Stevenson that the board felt there 
,vas reasonable doubt about the 
oyalty of the men and that the 
board was resolving all doubts "in 
iavor of Uncle Sam."

Ohio River Valley Digs

A March cold wave knifed into 


the Great Plains today as the Ohio 
River Valley states dug out from 
a paralyzing snowstorm that took 
at least 13 lives. 


The arctic air. flowing down 


from northern Alberta, sent the 
mercury skidding to subzero levels 
in the Northern Plains and along 
the eastern slopes of the Rockies. 
The entire Midwest was expected 
to feel the sting. 


Schools Closed 


Many schools still were closed 


and highway travel was impeded 
today after a heavy snowstorm 
that piled a deep blanket over 
northern Ohio and eastern Ken- 
tucky and eastern Tennessee. 


Eleven deaths were attributed to 


the storm in Cleveland, one in To- 
ledo and one in Friendsville, Tenn. 


Cleveland had 15 inches of snow 


on the ground and London, Ky., 
reported n\ inches. Up to a foot 
fell in mountainous upper east Ten- 
nessee. 


The telephone company reported 


344 long distance circuits were out 
east of Knoxville, Tenn., with little 
prospect repairs could be made 
before Wednesday. One-third of the 
city of Bristol, Tenn.. was reported 
without electricity after a foot of 
snow fell. All roads were open in 


the state, however, except Route 
71 through th'e Smokies. 


Snow in West 


. Denver and Cody. Wyo., reported 
4 inches of snow but Lamar in the 
heart of the Colorado dust belt had 
only a trace. 


The temperature dipped to -4 de- 


grees in Glasgow, Mont., and sub- 
zero readings were forecast in cold 
wave warnings for the Dakotas 
and Minnesota.

that Hunt was worth 500 million 
dollar*. Not a half billion, but 
more, said the associate. He de- 
clared Hunt had 400 million in na- 
tural gas holdings alone "and that 
it only a by-product of hit oil hold- 
ings." 


Vast Holdlngt 


Besides oil wells and oil prop- 


erties. Hunt owns vast ranches 
and farms, raises cattle and pecan 
nuts, and has a number of other 
business interests. 


He reputedly is the largest in- 


dependent oil operator in the 
United States with so many oil 
wells he does not have the exact 
number at hand. 


Hunt's only comment on his per- 


sonal finances was that he was 
wiped out as a cotton planter in 
1921, when the price dropped from 
$1.25 a pound to 10 cents. 


"So I went into the oil fields with 


$50," he related. His first invest- 
ment was in an oil well at Lake 
Village, Ark. It gushed. Oil wells 
have been gushing for him ever 
since. 


Hunt is a tall, white-haired man 


of 65, well built and with evidence 
of a Texas tan. He is married and 
las six children. 


He's Unruffled 


He appeared unruffled when ask- 


ed about accusations that his fo- 
rum is anti-Semitic, anti-Catholic, 
anti-labor, anti-Negro and pro- 
'ascist. 
Hunt labels all such accusations 


as "ridiculous." He said the forum 
was anti-Communist but that other* 
wise its sole aim was to increase 
jopular interest in public issues. 


HEADS SURVEY-Dr Ralph 
Bunche has been named to 
head a UN committee which 
will appraise conflicting plans 
proposed for developing the. 
water resources of the Middle 
East. The committee will ex- 
amiqe such plans as the $121 
billion project for development 
of the Jordan River that was 
drawn up by TVA last'year. 


Hunt said free air time is given 


to them on the ground that they 
are educational and are impartial 
discussions of public issues. He 
estimated the time is worth three 
million dollars a year. 


Newspaper's Evaluation 


The Providence J o u r n a l and 


Evening Bulletin launched the first 
major investigation of Facts Fo- 
rum in a series of eight articles 
in December and January.

Grand Jury 
Indicts 3 
Payrollers 


PEORIft, 111. an—A. Peoria coun- 


ty grand jury that indicted a state 
official and two state employes for 
allegedly soliciting political coitri- 
buttons from state workers has 
asked for investigations of other 
alleged irregularities. 


Named in seven indictments 


Monday were Joseph Hodges, as- 
sistant Illinois labor director and 
chairman of the Peoria county Re- 
publican central committee, and 
Frank Kendall of Peoria, a friend 
of Hodges and a Democratic hold- 
over in the highway department. 
Also indicted was George Behm, 
another highway department em- 
ploye. 


List Charges 


State's Atty. James xP. Kellstedt 


said charges against Hodges and 
Kendall included: 


Soliciting two per cent of the 


monthly salaries of state civil serv- 
ice workers, extortion by threats 
of violence, conspiracy, embezzle- 
ment and larceny of $161 from the 
Peoria county GOP Fund club, de 
scribed by Kellstedt as a paper 
organization for which the men so- 
icited funds. 


Behm was accused of soliciting 


'unds from another employe. 


In a report to Circuit Judge How- 


ard White, the grand jury criticized, 
practices at the state highway ga- 
rage near Peoria and at the Peoria 


tate hospital at Bartonville. 
It recommended that the slate 


w e l f a r e department investigate 
conditions at the hospital and urged 
that the state division of public 
works investigate highway depart- 
ment operations and report to a 
future grand jury. 


Suggests Probe 


It also suggested further investi- 


gation of '''political pressure to in- 
fluence the purchase of insurance 
policies by state employes from 
the political party office holder." 


The j u r y recommended that 


Gov. Stratton order Hodges "to 
cease alleged illegal and improper 


, political .manipulation with respect 


to the hospital and the garage." 


Stratton announced Feb. IB he 


had discharged Kendall and Wil- 
liam Pillman of Peoria, a highway 
department foreman and a Repub- 
lican politician, ,for soliciting po- 
litical contributions. 
< 


The jury declined to indict Pill- 


man. 


Regarding the hospital and the 


highway garage, th« grand jury 
reported: 


"Evidence of abuse* relating to 


solicitation of funds for a high offi- 
cial of the state administration, job 
buying and political pressures con- 
tributing to mismanagement were 
heard."
